There is no better 
car-wash aid than a couple of old silk stock¬ 
ings, dipped in detergent. Recently, I acquir¬ 
ed 0 used pair and tucked them in the bock 
pocket of my trousers, intending to put them 
in the glove compartment of the cor.

Apparently, one of them droop¬ 
ed out of my pocket. At any rote, in the MOSS

AN ALBERTA EMERGENCY! 

While the Cuban crisis has attracted the 
attention of the world, we who live in Alberta 
have an emergency on our own doorstep. 

The Alberta Safety Council issued o news 
release which reads in port os follows: 

"The year is turning into the deadliest 
ever on Alberta highways. A black August- 
40 deaths, the most ever reported for that 
month - pushed 1962's eight-month toll to 
167. At 18,258 the number of reported ac¬ 
cidents is rising 18 per cent above lost year's 
record levels. And the injury toll, 4,323, is 
up 6 per cent." 

Many precautions for safety hove been in¬ 
stituted, such os safer highways, better con¬ 
structed cars with four-wheel hydraulic brakes, 
safer tires, lower centre of gravity, steel bodies, 
trained drivers and better traffic control. 

When will the officials and the public wak¬ 
en up to the fact that there is a missing cog in 
this safety machine? 

The missing cog is REDUCTION IN THE 
USE OF INTOXICANTS. 

An effective way to achieve this purpose is 
to legalize a chemical test to determine the al¬ 
cohol content of the blood of drivers. The li- 
cense-to-drive foiim should include a clause of 
implied consent to submit to such a test on de¬ 
mand by a traffic officer. 

It is estimated that at least 40 per cent of 
all fatal highway accidents have liquor involv¬ 
ed. Reduce the use of intoxicants by drivers 
and save lives. 


"Seat Belts Are 
Safe"-CHSC 

“The fact that some seat belts 
failed to measure up to the new 
standards established by the Ca¬ 
nadian Standards Association does 
not necessarily mean they are un¬ 
safe,” declared W. Arch Bryce, 
executive director of the Canadian 
High\^ay Safety Council. “Some of 
them failed because one out of a 
number of belts submitted for test¬ 
ing revealed that its color was not 
fast. Another failed to meet the 
4,000-pound force test by one or 
two per cent, although it did with¬ 
stand a force considerably greater 
than it might ever be required to 
meet.” 

Mr. Bryce spoke in connection 
with a flurry caused recently by 
the report of an interview with a 
CSA official in Vancouver. 

“After a number of years of 
crash research experiments and 
studies in the United States by 
automobile manufacturers in co¬ 
operation with university research¬ 
ers, and the expenditure of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars and 
a great deal of time and energy 
by these experts, it was establish¬ 
ed that seat belts, if used, would 
save lives and reduce the severity 
of injuries. Based on this undeni¬ 
able advice, the Canadian High¬ 
way Safety Council has been con¬ 
ducting a nation-wide campaign to 
promote the use of seat belts in 
cars in Canada. In this it has had 
strong support from provincial 
safety groups, governments, the 
police, the medical, legal and ju¬ 
dicial professions, the National 
Council of Women and many oth¬ 
ers. Out of these promotions, a 
new Canadian industry has grown 


and had begun to flourish. Manu¬ 
facturers of seat belts participat¬ 
ed in drawing up the new CSA 
standards for belts which are bas¬ 
ed on standards previously set by 
the Society of Automotive Engin¬ 
eers. The SAE standards were met 
by belts made by responsible man¬ 
ufacturers before the CSA standard 
was introduced. Thus belts sold in 
Canada prior to September 1st, 
when CSA issued its standards, 
were reliable if they bore the leg¬ 
end, ‘SAE J4’. 

“Since the CHSC belt campaign 
began in September, 1961, the 
Council had recommended only 
belts identified as having met SAE 
standards. As with any product, 
inferior items will be offered, but 
no item carrying the SAE identifi¬ 
cation—now the CSA certification 
—is likely to be inferior.” 

The wide publicity given to the 
Vancouver interview, and the sub¬ 
sequent publicity given to the need 
for motorists to ascertain the qual¬ 
ity of the belts they buy, may in 
the long run, result in greater care 
being given by purchasers to belt 
quality. 

It was unfortunate, Mr, Bryce 
said, that this had to come about 
by publication and broadcast of 
inadequate information which seri¬ 
ously distorted the motorists’ view¬ 
point in relation to seat belts, and 
disrupted a new and legitimate 
Canadian industry. 

“We feel sure,” he said, “that 
the motorist will recognize the in¬ 
adequacy of the information con¬ 
tained in the original item and the 
fact that seat belts identified as 
SAE or CSA certified are reliable 
and safe and will prevent death 
and injury in traffic accidents to a 
great extent.”

The Retailers in Alberta are gravely con¬ 
cerned over the persistency of published state¬ 
ments and reports which indicate that your 
Government will probably introduce a Sales 
Tax within the next year. 

This important matter was discussed at the 
meeting of the Provincial Board of Directors 
of the Retail Merchants' Association, which 
was held on Monday, October 29th, 1962, and 
a Resolution was unanimously passed that the 
Provincial Government be informed of the po¬ 
sition that the Association has always taken on 
the matter of Sales Tax. 

In accordance with this Resolution, we 
herewith wish to advise your Government that 
the Retail Merchants' Association of Canada 
(Alta.) Inc,, is unalterably opposed to any form 
of Provincial Sales Tax at the Retail Level for 
th^, following reasons; 

1. They increase the cost of living and impose 
undue hardships on the medium and low 
income family groups because they do not 
consider the taxpayers' ability to pay. 

2. They are a costly form of taxation and high¬ 
ly unpopular with both the Public and the 
Retailers. 

3. They place on unjust burden on Retailers 
and increase their cost of operation. 


4. They moke the Retailer become a Tax Col¬ 
lector and Record Keeper for the govt. 

5. They interfere and interrupt the normal re¬ 
lationship between retailer and customer, 
and create unnecessary problems ond cause 
confusion and customer complaints. 

We honestly and sincerely believe that 
there is no justification or need for a Sales Tax 
to be imposed in Alberta.

Winter Works 
Projects Underway 

F. J. Lole, manager of the Blair- 
more offices of the National Em¬ 
ployment Service, stated this week 
that the Municipal Winter Works 
projects in the Crows Nest Pass, 
which are now underway, exceed 
all projects done in previous years. 

Costs of the work on the proj¬ 
ects is borne on a participation 
basis, 50 per cent by the Federal 
government, 25 per cent provincial 
government and the balance by the 
municipalities. This is payroll cost 
only. All municipalities are taking 
advantage of the Provincial and 
Federal assistance to project and 
complete many needed repairs to 
utilities and services in town, 
where labor forces can be utilized 
during the winter months. 

The following is a break-down to 
date of tbe localities and volumes 
of costs on the approval of sub¬ 
missions: 

Fernie projects three, total 
cost of $52,530.00, with labor cost 
$26,204.00; Natal, B. C., two, with 
total cost being $2260.00, and la¬ 
bor cost $1939.00; Blairmore, five 
projects with total cost being 
$23,980.00, and labor costs $13,- 
243.00; Bellevue, three projects 
with total cost being $1708.00, and 
labor cost $1248.00; Cowley, one 
project, total cost $73,400.00, la¬ 
bor costs $24,780.00; Provincial 
Government Department of Pub¬ 


lic Works, four projects, total 
cost being $45,500.00, with labor 
costs being $26,000.00. 

These combined projects will 
provide work for 206 men and the 
local office of the N.E.S. is plac¬ 
ing these men as the projects are 
being approved and finalized for 
commencement. So far a total of 
57 men have now been placed and 
are working. 

It is understandable how these 
needed municipal projects will im¬ 
prove utilities, roads and other ser¬ 
vices of the towns and areas in 
the Pass and also provide employ¬ 
ment, which in turn maintains the 
buoyancy of the economy of the 
area. 

Chief Red Cross 
official dies 

The death in Puerto Rico recent¬ 
ly of Dr. W. S. Stanbury, MBE, 
BA, MD, removed Canada’s chief 
Red Cross official and ended a 
career of service in the medical 
and health fields. 

Dr. Stanbury had been National 
Commissioner of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society since 1949. His 
death occurred from a heart at¬ 
tack while attending an Inter- 
American Red Cross conference in 
Puerto Rico. 

Born in Exeter, Ont., Dr. Stan¬ 
bury graduated from the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto School of Medicine 
and did post-graduate study in the

United States and at the Univer¬ 
sities of London and Leeds in Eng¬ 
land. 

In 1939 he was appointed Senior 
Lecturer in Clinical Pathology at 
Leeds University and at oultoreak 
of the Second World War was chot 
sen by the British Ministry of 
Health to serve as Transfusion 
Officer of England’s North East 
Region to help maintain a blood 
supply for war casualties on the 
battlefields and home front. 

At the close of the war Dr. Stan¬ 
bury was invited to survey the 
needs and facilities of Canadian 
hospitals with a view to establish¬ 
ing a peace-time Blood Transfu¬ 
sion Service. His plan for organ¬ 
izing such a service was inaug¬ 
urated by the Canadian Red Cross 
Society in 1947 and he was named 
National Director. Two years lat¬ 
er he became Commissioner of 
the National Society. 

Dr. Stanbury was well known in 
International Red Cross circles, 
serving as an executive member 
of the League of Red Cross So¬ 
cieties and chairman of the Health 
Advisory committee of the League. 

He was also a member of the 
Standing Finance committee, the 
Junior Red Cross Advisory com¬ 
mittee and the Board of Governors. 

In recent years Dr. Stanbury was 
particularly active in the Interna¬ 
tional Red Cross work for reunion 
of families separated by war and 
civil disturbances. In 1960 he vis¬ 
ited Canadian Red Cross medical 
teams in Morocco and the Congo 
Republic. 

In recognition of his service he 
had been decorated by many Red 
Cross Societies throughout the 
world. 

Dr. Stanbury was a frequent vis¬ 
itor to Alberta throughout his time 
as National Commissioner. 

Alberta Lawyer 
New Director 
Cancer Institute 

W. E. Huckvale, Q.C., Lethbridge 
lawyer, has been elected one of 
the 11 members of the board of 
directors of the National Cancer 
Institute. He has long shown an 
interest in the problem of cancer, 
having served with the Canadian 
Cancer Society locally, provincial- 
ly and nationally. 

Mr. Huckvale was born in Me¬ 
dicine Hat, the son of a pioneer 
rancher. He attended Upper Can¬ 
ada College and graduated from 
Royal Military College in Kings¬ 
ton, Ontario. After obtaining his 
law degree he became a bench¬ 
er of the Alberta Law Society. He 
was an alderman in Lethbridge for 
several years and has been presi¬ 
dent of the Lethbridge Chamber 
of Commerce, president of Leth¬ 
bridge Red Cross Society, vice- 
president of the Alberta Red Cross 
and president of the Lethbridge 
Progressive Conservatives. 

He has been associated with the 
Lethbridge Unit of the Canadian 
Cancer Society for 14 years—two 
of them as president—served as 
president of the Alberta Division 
of the Society and as Grand Coun¬ 
cillor and is at present a member 
of the Society's national board of 
directors. He now represents the 
Society on the National Cancer 
Institute board. 

Mr. Huckvale joined the Cana¬ 
dian Army in September, 1939, 
went overseas in 1940 as lieut-col. 
of the Second Anti-tank Regiment. 
In 1943 he went to Italy with the 
rank of brigadier, commanding the 
First Canadian Group, Royal Ca¬ 


nadian Artillery. 

He is married to the former Vir¬ 
ginia Tapprell, a graduate of Mc¬ 
Gill, who is well known in naivsn 
paper circles in Western Canada. 
They have two daughters, both of 
them graduates of University of 
British Columbia. 

Condensation cause 
flaking paint 
on ceilings 

If paint {^Is from a ceiling you 
can suspect moisture is causing 
the trouble. 

When there’s a roof leakage, you 
can be almost sure it’s condensa¬ 
tion -- water carried in air as 
vapor. Deposited on a cold surface, 
it becomes water that will run. 

.Sometimes this will occur in the 
kitchen adjacent to a fan duct. 
While the fan feeding warm air in¬ 
to the duct and blowing it out of 
the house is going, the metal pipe 
is warmed. When the fan is idle 
for quite a period of during the day 
or overnight, the duct metal cools 
first to room temperature and then 
colder by reason of the inflow of 
outside air from the exhaust open¬ 
ing. It can become quite cold a 
foot or two or three from the wall. 

When the next blast of warm 
off-the-range air is whisked into 
the duct by the fan, it can ex¬ 
perience a chilling upon reaching 
the colder metal. Such chilling can 
be expected for a period until the 
metal gets warmed up. 

In the slight interval, condensa¬ 
tion can he deposited within the 
duct and if the duct joints are not 
sealed or wrapped tight, and they 
seldom are, a bit of dew can seep 
through the joints onto the plaster 
below and set up the paint flak¬ 
ing. 

If the joints are tight, the same 
condensed water within the duct 
will be picked up by the air flow 
as the entire metal channel warms, 
and be blowm out. 

■Another cause of paint peeling 
off a ceiling may be from a warm 
updraft from the cellar between 
walls or partitions that is subject 
to a chilling experience on the ceil¬ 
ing with the resultant depositing 
of water on top of the plaster. 

What 7s Cloy? 

Clay is inorganic soil, composed 
of soil particles that are extremely 
fine, usually greasy-smooth to the 
touch when moist. It becomes very 
compact when wet. 


The World Health Organiation 
has set a standard for tubercu¬ 
losis control. It states that TB may 
be considered controlled (though 
not wiped out) when less than one 
per cent of children of school leav¬ 
ing age are positive to the tubercu¬ 
lin test. No country in the world 
has yet reached this standard, nor 
any province in Canada.

Touring Southern 
Alberto 

(The third in a series of articles 
on a tour of Southern and Central 
Alberta by six newspaper writers 
who were guests of the Alberta 
Tourist Association and written on 
behalf of members of the Alberta 
Weekly Newspapers Assn.)

On Monday morning, September 
10th, our party of six newspaper 
writers and George LeStrange of 
the Alberta Tourist Association left 
Drumheller bound for Lacombe via 
Stettler, driving on pavement over 
the whole route, but before bid- 
‘ ding farewell to the Badlands, we 
drove out to the famous little 
church which has attracted visit¬ 
ors from all over the nation. 

At Lacombe we were met by 
Marwood Swain, who conducted 
the tour of the town. The first stop 
was at the shop of a well known 
manufacturer of fishing lures, Len 
Thompson. Any fisherman who 
happens to be holidaying in the 
Lacombe area will not want to 
miss a visit to Mr. Thompson’s 
shop, and visitors are always wel¬ 
come. 

Besides his famous lures, Mr. 
Thompsoi\woduces custom made 
shotgun sheTts^and bullets. Hunt¬ 
ers will come'from as far as 50 
miles away, Mr'. Thompson told 
us, to have him load shells. The 
making of the Len Thompson lures 
however, highlighted our visit. 

Long strips of brass, silver or 
copper are put through a large 
press which punches out the de¬ 
sired sized spoon and at the same 
time stamps it. About 90 per cent 
of the lures are made from brass. 
The machine is capable of pro¬ 
ducing up to 120 spoons per min¬ 
ute, Small wonder that about 300,- 
000 lures are produced in a year. 

After punching, the spoons are 
placed in drums about a foot in 
diameter by 18 inches long, filled 
with small steel balls and water, 
where they are polished and the 
rough edges are removed as the 
drums rotate. The next step is 
painting, and this is done with 
spray guns and stencils. TVo wo¬ 
men can paint 144 dozen spoons in 
one and a half to two hours. Then 
the hooks and rings are attached 
and the lures are stapled to cards, 
ready for the market which includ¬ 
es all of Canada. Mr. Thompson 
produces 10 types of lures, and 
there are 12 sizes of each type. 

Mr. Thompson started making 
lures in 1929 at his hometown Aber¬ 
nathy, Sask., in 1929. Four years 
ago he moved to Lacombe. Asked 
why he chose Lacombe, Alberta, 
Mr. Thompson replied that the 
town has a plentiful supply of very 
soft water, an asset in polishing 
the spoons, and this was the de¬ 
ciding factor when he had made 
up his mind to re-locate. “Be¬ 
sides,” Mr. Thompson added, "we 
think Lacombe is a good ‘own, 
situated in a choice part of the 
province.” 

In the previous article I men¬ 
tioned Sam Hodgson’s juniper 
carvings in the Drumheller mu¬ 
seum, In case some readers are 
interested in such carvings, but do 
not plan to go to Drumheller, sam¬ 
ples can be seen at Swain’s Esso 
Service on No. 2 Highway in La¬ 
combe. These carvings were done 
by Mr. Swain, who learned the 
craft from Mrs Hodgson a num¬ 
ber of yeais ago. Some of these 
pieces represent 70 hours of work 
with jack-knife and sandpaper. 

For luncheon our party enjoyed 
the hospitality of the Lacombe 
Board of Trade, following which 
we were taken on a bus tour of 
the Lacombe nurseries, one of the 
largest such farms in Canada, the 
furniture factory at the Canadian 
Union College and the Lacombe 
Experimental Station. 

John MacDonald, owner of the 
nurseries, told us about 2,000 tour¬ 
ists drop in each summer to see 
his farm. Plants and shrubs are 
sent all over Western Canada, he 
said. A recent installation was a 
$6,000 irrigation system which is 
capable of sprinkling an inch of 
water in three hours. 

At the Union College our party 
saw students making upholstered 
furniture on an assembly-line bas¬ 
is. Both boys and girls work in 
this factory, as well as in the 
ultra-modem printing plant and 
book bindery, and in this way earn 
their college tuition fees. To il¬ 
lustrate their rate of production, 
over a half miUion dollars worth 
of furniture was manitfactured at 
the allege last year. The college 
welcomes visitors, as does the La¬ 
combe Experimental Station which 
was our next st(^. 

Tourists from Ml over the world 
have come in at the experimental 
statioi, and the number of visitor 
in one year, according to J. Sioth- 
art, superintendent, varies from 
2,000 to 10,000. It was at this farm 
that the now famous Lacombe 
bo4r was devMoped. 


Cross-breeding of hogs \k»as start¬ 
ed in 1946, and 1955 saw the prom¬ 
ise of results. It was registered in 
1957 and was made available 
across Canada for the first time 
the following year on a draw basis. 

At Red Dwr, our tour includ¬ 
ed the city’s industrial and resi¬ 
dential areas, as well as the Pro¬ 
vincial "Training School for the 
mentally retarded. In this city 
tourists can see the largest spher¬ 
oid water tower in the world with 
a capacity of 500,000 gallons. Oth¬ 
er attractions include the Red Deer 
River canyon, with walls 500 feet 
high, five golf courses within a 
14-mile radips of the city, and five 
lakes in the surrounding parkland 
country. Red Deer is more or less 
a hub for tourists who may wish 
to locate in a central point and 
visit the various resorts of centrSf 
Alberta. There are a number of 
first-rate hotels and motels in the 
city. 

TThe Red Deer Chamber of Com¬ 
merce was host for a reception 
and dinner Monday evening in the 
ultra-modern Capri Motor Hotel. 

On Tuesday, September 11 our 
tour took us to Sylvan Lake for 
breakfast with the Sylvan Cham¬ 
ber; lunch at Rocky Mountain 
House with the town councillors 
as hosts, then to Calgary through 
Ricinus and Innisfail. 

Sylvan Lake, like Pigeon and 
Gull Lakes to the north, is ex¬ 
cellent for family vacations. The 
beaches are sandy, and the water 
is very shallow for several yards 
distance from the shore, making 
all three lakes very suitable for 
small children. These lakes are 
also very popular with those who 
enjoy boating. 

At Sylvan we noted seven camp 
kitchens situated along the high¬ 
way into town. To illustrate the in¬ 
flux of tourists during the summer, 
Bill Crockett, who owns the Syl¬ 
van Lake Creamery and supplies 
milk for the town, told us that milk 
consumption during the holiday 
season is four to five times that 
of the winter months. 

Rocky Mountain House residents 
-numbering 2573 - are marking 
the 50th anniversary of the found¬ 
ing of their townsite this year. 

“Rocky” is best known as a ha¬ 
ven for 1^ game hunters every 
fall. For Ifurists who wish to ‘get 
back to nature’ during the sum¬ 
mer, they could find no better 
area than that which lies to the 
west of Rocky Mountain House, in¬ 
cluding beautiful Crimson Lake. 
The David Thompson Highway now 
under construction, starts at 
“Rocky” and wends its way over 
thickly wooded areas to the Banff- 
Jasper Highway. 

Near the town is the site where 
David Thompson spent the winter 
of 1807. Two large stone fireplaces 
used by the Thompson expedition, 
can be seen where the fort was 
located at the confluence of the 
North Saskatchewan and Clearwa¬ 
ter Rivers. This area is popular 
with fishermen. 

Our next stop was near Ricinus 
where another tourist attraction 
is being developed. It is called 
The Frontier, and includes cabins, 
barbecue pits, camp grounds, a 
trailer park, burros for kiddies to 
ride, and a miniature stage coach, 
a coffee bar and dining room, all 
situated in a lovely wooded area. 
Here, too, fishermen have no trou¬ 
ble catching their limit in just a 
few hours. 

A two-hour drive over pave¬ 
ment took us to Calgary, and our 
visit here, as well as in Banff 
and the ranch country west of High 
River and Nanton, will be covered 
in the next article of this series. 

Sixty years ago there were less 
than 50 sanatorium beds in all of 
Canada. Thousands of patients 
were at home. The doctor advised 
rest, fresh air and nourishing food. 

If the patient could afford it there 
was an additional recommendation 
that the fresh air be high and dry 
—the desert of Arione or prairies 
being preferred. If this course was 
financially impossible a tent in the 
back yard at home, or a sleeping 
porch, was the compromise. Death . 
rates from TB at that time were 40 
times what they are today!
